CLERMONT AND RADLEY THOUGHT TO BE MEMBERS OF GANG THAT 


CRACKED SAFE AT LADYSM1TH. 


Sheriff VauEhan and Chief Straub Make Capture-Men Well Supplied 


Money-Carry Huge Revolver-Both Believed to Be Old

James Clermont and James Radley 


were arrested In this city Monday, by 
Sherlll Vaughan and Clilef of Police 
Straub, on suspicion that they are 
men who were implicated In the rob- 
bery of the State Bank at Ladysmlth 
on the morning of Tuesday, Sept. Uit. 


Clermont and Radley arrived In the 


citv the evening before from the 
north. Clermont Is well known to 
the police here having been ordered 
out of town several times In the past. 
Tho men were around town together 
part of the time and visited several 
saloons spending money freely. 


They l:ad not been here long before 


the attention of Sheriff Vaughan and 
Chief Straub was directed to them. 
The otllcers believed that the men 
were connected with the Ladysmlth 
bank robbery. The Clilef easily rec- 
ognised Clermont as a maker of wlro 
coat hangers whom he had told to 


were 


covered with black powder spots. 
About 900 was found on Clermont. 


Sheriff Reed of Rusk county arrived 


that evening and departed the follow- 
ing morning with tho prisoners for 
Ladysmlth. It is thought that the 
men will be Identified as members of 
the band of yeggmen. They will also 
be subjected to a rigid examination 
and will not be released until every 
suspicion against them has been dls- 
patched and tho authorities are con- 
vlnced that they are not the men 
wanted.

accidentally discharged, the bullet
